Ruskin says: “It 
made all the difference, asserting any principle war, 
whether one assumed that discharge artillery would 
merely knead down certain quantity red clay into level 
line. brick field; whether, out every separately 
Christian-named portion the ruinous heap, there went out, 
into the smoke and dead-fallen air battle, some astonished 
condition soul, unwillingly released.” 


Our Philosophy Life: Accidental Deliberate 

How clarifying such insight is, but how unusual! War 
revealed its relation the ultimate question, the nature 
how important thing philosophy life is— these funda- 
mental and foundational attitudes, principles, norms, which 
guide the affairs life. cannot escape them. They 
control all us. For some the world they are the 
result prolonged meditation, reflection, and decision; for 
others, have just absorbed them passively from our 
environment. Our principles ought more deliberate than 
that, more conscious, more rational. Let look for 
minute see whether our own conception education, which 
basic our conception teaching, uncritical critical 
—absorbed from the environment thought through

increase our information? give facts, facts, facts, 
until are living encyclopedias? And is, may add 
education the development the power thinking? The 
intellectual development pupils?

religious person; will affect strange, and surprising, 
and even mysterious ways, all the things plan, and 
do, and love. 

will affect our conception our day-to-day teaching. 
What teach? formal thing? Just learning 
lessons? Going over and over again the same old stuff? The 
same eternal drills and the same everlasting examination 
papers? routine that deadening? Knowledge that does 
not grow? vision? imagination? adventure? The 
relief that comes from new true-and-false tests only make 
the process itself more 

teaching you great spiritual adventure? are 
spirits finely touched unto fine issues? behavioristic 
mechanism made through its tricks? Or, rather, 
spiritual being being trained for high order human life 
here and also for life beyond life?

Have you ever 
done it? You’ve thought about lessons and textbooks and 
charts and diagrams and tests, but what have you really 
thought about the the nature man?

With such conception the child teaching, one feels 
almost the presence God Himself touches many 
human spirits for good for evil. Spirits are Shakespeare 
said, “not finely touched but unto fine issues.” And education 
the result because spirit grows mysterious contact with 
spirit. would, could, make you reverent the presence 
childhood and youth. Human life freighted with such 
destinies, and teachers set the sail. The word that 
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utter our classroom think gone with the utterance, 
and yet the truth more likely with Emily Dickinson:

would help you realize how sensitively organized are the 
children which maestro you are directing. Each has its 
own quality, each has its own tone, each has its own timber. 
From some you can elicit the harmony blowing, for some 
you will need bow, for others strumming picking will do. 
Each has its own quality, its own sensitiveness. Each 
sense, unique person. Each has widely different potential- 
ities. This must realize. Our failure realize this often 
the great tragedy children. Mothers and fathers, well 
teachers, irreparable injury children, not from malice, 
not from intent, but from thoughtlessness, carelessness, 
ignorance. 


Self-Respect Education 

This comes about, too, from lack sympathy lack 
appreciation, well from lack knowledge. forget 
education the tremendous importance self-respect 
life. All and —as well every child the 
school always trying protect our own personality. 
are trying put the best face can our experiences 
life. are trying, the Chinese say, “to save our face.” 
are always protecting our personality against infringe- 
ment, against invasion, against deflation, against injury. 
are trying maintain our self-respect. are trying in- 
crease it. seek those who encourage us, stimulate us, help 
grow. those things can achieve. desire the 
satisfaction success, achievement, fruition. try 
harder things identify them with higher causes, great 
movements. 

How easy run counter this great fact human 
life. shall give you couple instances. who runs 
may read.

that process you shall find the great truth Frank 
Simmonds’ statement regarding teaching: 


“Tf Agassiz finds pleasure digging fossils order that 
may interpret the great story prehistoric life; Thoreau 
Walden Pond delighted with his studies bugs and beetles; 
John Burroughs his little patch ground the valley 
the Mohawk, glories his life among the birds and bees; 
Luther Burbank enraptured with his work transform- 
ing worthless desert cactus into edible fruit, produc- 
ing sweeter roses fairer lily; these and other workers, whose 
names are legion, revel the love their work—then 
what term shall designate the joy that should the teacher’s 
who works not with mere fossils, nor with bugs beetles, not 
with birds, bees flowers, but with the child who once the 
most complex, the most plastic, the most beautiful, the most 
wonderful God’s creatures. Yes, it’s wonderful thing 
teacher, it’s great thing teach school.”

UST what school? Not build- 

ing, nor classroom, nor group 

children, nor some teachers 
but all these, and more. school 
living, active organization whose 
dominating purpose the education 
its pupils. the attainment this 
objective there are numerous factors. 
Buildings, equipment, books, supplies, 
curriculums, programs, teachers all have 
their parts play the ceaseless 
process that call learning. Teaching 
its broadest sense only the provi- 
sion proper conditions for learning. 
that. But, the final analysis, the 
learning must done the pupil. The 
teacher cannot for him. 

The teacher can introduce 
lem, provide the means solve it, and 
illustrate the method solution; but 
the actual work must done the 
pupil, there learning. all 
taught how things, and perhaps 
teaching must result our actually 
doing seeing understanding some- 
thing for ourselves and ourselves. 
And before can learn, must desire 
learn. this desire learn, this 
driving force self-activity, which con- 
stitutes the living spirit the school, 
its morale. 

quite possible get work done 
driving the pupils instead getting 
them drive themselves. While such 
forced work may produce some results, 
fails develop that spirit happy 
and willing service and devotion duty 
which call morale. course all 
realize that this high morale ideal 
which cannot always attain. There 
still need times for stern compul- 
sion, and even forcible restraint direc- 
tion. But such necessity should not pre- 
vent from striving for the ideal 
school with high morale. 

When speak the morale the 
school, are prone think mostly 
terms the pupils’ spirit, their atti- 
tude toward their work. The first thing 
must realize that the morale the 
pupils depends greatly the spirit and 
leadership the teachers and the prin- 
cipal. There trite saying: the 
principal, the school. Trite, but 
how true! Not only the efficiency, but 
also the spirit the school does depend 
upon its leaders. 


EDITOR’S NOTE. The common sense 
this article excellent starting 
point for the beginning the school 
year. spirit loyalty, spirit co- 
operation, and unity purpose are help- 
ful any institution, particularly 
school. well remind the principal 
that he, well his teachers, 
important factor this essential spirit. 


What then should our hopes with 
respect the morale our schools? 
First all, may hope that our 
pupils shall work willingly. That means, 
course, that they must interested 
the tasks set before them. Only 
are interested work willingly. The 
more interested are, the more 
willingly work. 


Arouse Interest 


Here then the teacher’s first duty: 
organize and present lessons 
make them interesting. Unfortunately, 
most children are not instinctively inter- 
ested the pursuit knowledge for 
its own sake. They must have some 
motivating interest aroused are 
expect them work willingly, that 
is, their own wills. This motivation 
element lesson planning often 
neglected, and one which should engage 
the thoughtful attention 
details this short article; but prob- 
lems, projects, group 
work, visual material, and skillful intro- 
ductory questioning are all helpful 
arousing active interest subject 
matter. 

Closely allied willingness our 
work that spirit pleasure which 
call happiness. work willingly, 
work gladly, and are happy our 
work. But the work may not turn out 
well. may get into difficulties. Such 
crises arise very often lessons which 
start very auspiciously. discourage- 
ment conquers our first enthusiasm, 
may become acutely unhappy. 
often that way the classroom; and 
again the teacher must come the 
rescue restoring confidence low- 
spirited class. she can this 
pleasantly, cheerfully, and helpfully, she 
will bring back happiness her pupils, 
and will doing great service the 
cause good school morale. For this 
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spirit happiness, like other 
There habit good-natured and 
happy work; and every time 
courage such attitudes make the-e 
habits stronger. 


Happiness Contagious 

Happiness and good nature are also 
contagious, 
responsibility the teacher. For she 
must happy and reasonably 
natured her own manner she 
expect similar reactions 
pupils. This spirit happiness 
school should extend beyond the class- 
room, and into every phase school 
activity. making this possible, the 
principal’s influence strong factor. 
Not only pupils, but 
selves, tend imitate the example set 
for them their superiors. smooth- 
tempered, cheerful, affable, pleasant- 
spoken principal very apt have 
teachers more less the same type. 
“More because course per- 
sonalities vary among teachers among 
other people; and some very fine char- 
acters find difficult visibly happy 
their work. But even such austere 
teachers will encouraged the prin- 
cipal who can smile. 

There caution here, however. This 
happy attitude principals, teachers, 
and pupils school must sincere, 
and not mere Pollyanna pose. must 
based upon real love for work, love 
for the school, and love for one another. 
And must not allowed degen- 
erate into easy-going, faire 
spirit “anything goes.” 
school may, and probably must, still 
have some unhappy days. happy ways 
fail, the sterner measures must prevail. 
But our ideal school will happy 
school, from principal pupil.

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Honesty Teachers and Pupils 

Honesty school virtue, less 
personal one; and such 
Honesty applies not only 
classroom work, but also matters 
and good order. Here one 
the great character-training opportu- 
the school. the public school, 
its absence religious training, 
our only recourse the utilitarian 
that “honesty the best policy.”

This means that must 
not have favorites either among pupils 
teachers; that must willing 
admit mistakes make them; that 
must give credit where due; 
that must likewise administer correc- 
tion wherever due. Children are 
quick recognize this sort honesty 
teachers and principals. The highest 
compliment that can paid any 
teacher principal the pupil’s pro- 
nouncement: “She’s square.” 

not always easy “square.” 
may dislike administer rebuke 
for obvious fault; but can 
make clear the offending pupil that 
merits the rebuke, teach him 
valuable lesson. allow offense 
unrebuked not charity; only 
our duty. Such course does 
not really help the pupil; only 
his character letting him 
think can “get away with” things. 
Those our past pupils who remember 
most gratefully are often those whom 
have corrected frequently and some- 
times painfully. The spirit honest 
work and honest conduct the school 
one our highest objectives. 


Loyalty and Co-operation 


Most what have said has 
teferred the individual spirit 
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pupils, teachers, and principals their 
school work. There broader phase 
school morale which involves that 
loyalty the school and its ideals, 
mutual helpfulness one another. Co- 
operation simple word; yet thor- 
ough application the spirit true 
co-operation the problems 
would solve most our world difficul- 
ties. Working together harmony for 
complish wonders. Working cross 
purposes, with conflicting objectives, 
get nowhere, except perhaps state 
war. 

Co-operation, like other 
features school life, demands leader- 
ship bring into effect. loyal, 
must have objectives set before us, 
which can give service. 
Projects that involve the co-operative 
action single class those that 
enlist the services the entire school 
are both challenges that spirit 
loyalty which leads united and effec- 
tive action. 

The simplest form co-operative 
unit school life the small group 
assigned study some problem sub- 
ject matter part their class activ- 
ity. Such groups, under proper guid- 
ance, learn work together and try 
for group success, the first lessons 
loyalty and co-operation. 
groups, and for such class projects 
assembly programs, 
charity campaigns, debating and dra- 
matic clubs, and other one-class activ- 
ities, the classroom teacher 
sible. she can lead class desire 
some form group organization, will 
simple matter put the organiza- 
tion into effect, and keep alive and 
active. the working out any such 
group projects, pupils learn from experi- 
ence the need and value co-operation 
and the driving force loyalty. 


School Projects 


Beyond the confines the classroom 
find our broadest outlet for loyalty 
all-school projects various kinds. 
The project may school paper, 
athletic team, public entertainment, 
campaign drive some sort, 
exhibition school work anything 
which the whole school interested. 
Such activities, usually called extracur- 
ricular, depend for their success sev- 
eral factors. They must have the en- 
thusiastic and wholehearted support 
the principal and all the teachers. 
uninterested teacher can quickly kill 
the interest any class 
project simply remaining 
the subject. 
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But the greatest force for the success- 
ful conduct extracurricular activities 
the interest and support the prin- 
cipal. alert principal will ready 
plan and initiate such projects, will 
choose the right teachers sponsor and 
supervise them, and will give the proj- 
ects constant and helpful support. Such 
attitude the part principal 
makes immediate and lasting impres- 
sion upon both faculty members and 
pupils. The principal’s loyalty and en- 
thusiasm for school project transmits 
itself the entire school, and leads 
inevitably enthusiastic and loyal 
school spirit. 


Religious Motives 

spoke above the public school’s 
weakness its unfortunate elimination 
religion educational factor. The 
presence religious ideal the Cath- 
olic school makes possible the develop- 
ment such school the highest 
type morals the religious spirit. 
mind this religious morale does not 
consist merely the saying prayers 
even the study religion such. 
The prayers are devotional and worthy 
acts, the study religion valuable 
and necessary; but the spirit 
purposeful morality spirit con- 
sidering every act its relation the 
laws God— which the greatest 
gift religious school its pupils. 

The Jesuit motto, Majorem Dei 
Gloriam, sums the highest ideal 
all education. And so, 
school, there must ever present the 
atmosphere virtue, charity, 
devotion duty, good conduct, and 
above all, service God. This reli- 
gious motive gives purpose all edu- 
cation without which only partially 
solely for intellectual 
development, may learn enough 
make living; but requires more than 
that live life and live happily 
True happiness and 
success are spiritual conditions, and 
cannot measured terms jobs and 
salaries. All which sounds danger- 
ously like platitude; but really 
sober truth. And so, are develop 
this spiritual side our children’s 
personality, must have religion 
the school; for the soul education 
the education the soul.

Mrs. Gauerke her paper called False Lead, published 
this issue, fearful, apparently, that these embryonic news- 
paper reporters, editors, circulation managers, and advertis- 
ing managers will think themselves trained. know, how- 
ever, that they are really untrained. course, “dabbling” 
not professional training. And, course, many teachers 
charge journals papers are themselves learning the rudi- 
ments journalism. is, any rate, whether the present 
practice justified not, good thing challenge such 
sudden development. 

Mrs. Gauerke makes interesting although not orig- 
inal suggestion, that single school newspaper could pub- 
lished for all the schools city, with local reporting done 
the schools, but with the actual publication the journal 
the hands professional. noted recently the experi- 
ment St. Louis the St. Louis Voice. think there 
great potentiality this suggestion. The New York 
number years ago under the informed 
leadership Tristram Metcalfe gave school news 
proper place among community news, and demonstrated 
education was vital source news. This was done 
quently other New York papers. school news genu 
and not “hothouse,” the regular newspapers are likely 
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up. any rate, general school newspaper likely 
prepare the way for intelligent handling educational news 
the ordinary newspaper. 

shall glad publish from time time practical-aid 
articles the school paper and the use the regular 
newspaper the school.

ADVENT 

DVENT the first season the ecclesiastical year. The 
word derived from the Latin venire mean- 
ing: “to come Thus Advent that period time, 
beginning with the Sunday nearest the feast St. Andrew, 
containing four Sundays, intended prepare Christians for the 
birth Jesus Bethlehem, and for His second coming the 

end the world. 

Since advent preparation for the feast Christmas, 
follows that this particular season did not exist such until 
the days when the feast honor the birth our Lord was 
fairly well established, both the Eastern and the Western 
Church; until the close the fourth century. first, 
must expect, find different practices different places. 
Saragossa, Spain, 380 Mass had heard daily from 
December 17, whereas Macon, Gaul, 581, attendance was 
required three times week only, beginning from November 11. 
Advent Masses were celebrated according the Lenten rite. 
November the day when the Church keeps the feast 
St. Martin Tours, hence the name “St. Martin’s Lent” given 
this season the ecclesiastical year. Black was frequently the 
color Mass vestments. Statues saints, well 
pictures churches, were often covered with veil. Fasting 
was the rule, starting either November even earlier. 
some dioceses the celebration marriage was forbidden alto- 
gether. the course the eighth century greater uniformity 
prevails: Advent season fast and abstinence, and begins 
November 15. Next, Pope Nicholas letter 
the Bulgarians, reduces Advent four weeks. Some time later 
the period fast cut down seven days. the course 
the twelfth century fasting ceases except the ember days, 
and abstinence only retained. 

Nowadays Advent still season penance; however, 
mostly time prayer and preparation for the coming our 
Lord Bethlehem, and the end the world. Practices 
concerning fast and abstinence may have altered, but the spirit 
the Church remains the same. Violet vestments are used 
all services proper Advent both Sundays and weekdays. 
The organ may not used, unless accompany the choir, 
flowers may placed the altar: exception made for 
the third Sunday. The Deum, and the Gloria Excelsis, 
both hymns joy, disappear from Advent office and Mass; the 
Alleluia retained. Marriage may celebrated, but shorn 
its solemnity: nuptial Mass blessing. 

The spirit the Church, according the various seasons 
the liturgical year, made plain her official prayers and 
lessons. know her mind and make her spirit our own 
short survey some her prayers, particularly the 
Epistles and Gospels chosen her for her Sundays and more 
important days devotion, called for. 

The Sunday Masses for Advent were drawn Pope 
Gregory the Great 604).

this Sunday the Church sings longer Lord who 
but the Lord who “is now nigh and close 
hand.” She repeats many alleluias the Mass and the 
breviary. This Sunday, aptly called Gaudete; i.e., “Rejoice” 
Sunday from the first word the Introit, used mark break 
the former penances advent. The priest may wear rose- 
colored vestments Mass, the organ may played, and 
flowers placed the altar. 

The Advent quarter tense, tempora, ember days 
are kept during this week. They are called quarter tense because 
they occur four times year. derived from the 
Anglo-Saxon meaning and Ryne meaning 
running”; days that are running around. 

The Church, when converting heathen communities, aiways 
endeavored sanctify customs which could turned good 
purpose. The Romans held festivals: June, for 
harvest, September for rich vintage, December for 
fruitful seeding. Hence, their messis, feriae 
feriae semitivae. counterpart the Church had days fast 
June, September, and December. Pope Callistus 
prescribed those days penance. know not exactly what 
time the fourth season was added, although know that was 
kept the days Pope Gelasius Ember days 
England back St. Augustine May 20, 604); Gaul 
and Germany, the days the Carlovingians (accession 
Charlemagne 768). 

Originally the exact days fast were not fixed but were an- 
nounced the priests. The Ember days were definitely arranged 
and prescribed for the whole Church Gregory VII (1073 
1085). They fall the Wednesdays, Fridays, and Saturdays 
following the third Sunday Advent, the first Sunday Lent, 
Pentecost Sunday, and after the feast the Exaltation the 
Cross, September 14. 

The purpose the Ember days, besides the general end 
all prayer and fasting, atone for all pagan excesses, 
thank God for the gifts nature, teach men use them 
with due moderation, assist the needy, and recommend 
God the candidates for the sacrament Holy Orders. Pope 
Gelasius permitted the conferring the deaconship and priest- 
hood the Saturday each ember week. Before his time 
Holy Orders were given only Easter. 

The Fourth Sunday. the fourth Sunday Advent, 
Cor. are told our high vocation. “Let man 
account the ministers Christ, and the dispensers 
the mysteries God.” Every Catholic must 
his deeds, and his prayers mostly, well his ability 
give others the reasons for his faith: Catholic Action.

ETHODS subtraction topic which continues chal- 
lenge the thought educators. Probably none the perplex- 

ing points the arithmetic program has had greater amount 
contention centered about it. true, however, that there more 
promise settlement now than formerly; for, although present prac- 
tice reveals the usual diversity methods, the more recent literature 
and newer textbooks indicate that some methods are definitely the 
decline while others are becoming more firmly established. 

understood that teacher obliged follow the methods 
officially chosen for her school system, yet this does not dispense her 
acquainting herself with all the methods and all facts concern- 
ing them. the intention this discussion set forth the more 
essential data connected with the evaluation subtraction methods 
and portray the present trends the matter. 


Nature Subtraction 


study the methods. Two peculiar characteristics bring into promi- 
nence entanglement with addition, which tends impede con- 
sideration subtraction exclusive addition. 

Subtraction the inverse addition. 

simple definition addition and subtraction with reference 
whole numbers only will sufficient for our present purposes. Addi- 
tion might thought the process putting groups together 
find how many the resulting group; and subtraction the process 
breaking group into two parts, the size one being known, 
find the size the other. The latter the inverse the former. 

example will help make this clear: 

The subtraction may now spoken terms addition. The 
group (sum) divided into two parts (addends); the size one 
part (addend) known; the size the other part (addend) 
found. The relationship evident. 

Subtraction manifests itself three aspects. 

All subtraction situations fall into threefold classification. 

Type How many had and gave away; how many 
are left? Here group diminished; process.” 

Type How many more are have but need 
how many more must get? Here group augmented, suggest- 
ing addition process. 

Type Difference have and you have 
how many more have you than Here change required either 
group; either the the additive idea applicable. 

The general concept subtraction stated above underlies each 
these three aspects and reduces specifically each case 
The methods solution applicable this subtraction example are 
mentioned the following section. 


II. Methods: Basic Facts 

Two methods are now use for subtraction the basic facts. 

The additive method. 

Solution: and are 

The subtractive method (more commonly known the “take- 
away 

The question the superiority the one method over the other 
appropriately arises this point. Its treatment, however, will 
delayed until after methods column subtraction, which include sub- 
traction basic facts, are presented. 


Methods: Column Subtraction 


solution example column subtraction where the 
minuend figure greater than the corresponding one the sub- 
trahend involves merely the subtraction basic facts. The arrange- 
ment the only new element. The methods already mentioned are, 
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therefore, the only ones involved. the other hand subtraction 
the class examples where the minuend figure less than that the 
subtrahend requires certain preparatory steps reduction. this 
connection have again alternative set methods. 
The borrowing method reduction. 

The principle made use here is: Taking one from any order 
number and adding ten the next lower order does not change the 
value the number. 


becomes 3(13) 
—25 


One ten has been taken from tens and added units 
units; has remained value though changed form. 
The carrying method reduction. 

The principle made use here is: Adding the same number both 
minuend and subtrahend does not change the remainder. 


becomes 4(13) 
—25 


the second form, each number ten more than what was 
originally. Ten units have been added units’ place making 
53; one ten has been added tens’ place making 35. This 
does not alter the remainder. 

Methods subtraction using borrowing and carrying. 

Combining these two methods reduction with the two methods for 
subtraction basic facts produces the methods more common use 
our country. These are: 

Take-away-borrowing method (also called “first Italian method” 
decomposition method).

Which Method Best 


Every theorist and practitioner entitled his own opinion the 
matter selecting among methods, but this opinion more fully 
justified emerges from thorough consideration the data bear- 
ing upon the question. mention the more essential influencing 
factors follows. 

Additive versus take-away method. 

Arguments based opinion. 

The advocates the additive method have given attention 
the fact that the method used making change. For instance, 
the clerk, returning the change from dollar for 84-cent purchase, 
says, hands out the respective coins: “84, 85, 90, dollar.” 
Opponents look upon this process merely counting terms coins, 
for the process does not conform either method subtraction. 

further claim for the additive method that the bookkeeper 
balancing his ledger looks for the number which added the 
smaller will give the larger. And another, that buyer wishing make 
purchase, figures how much more must add what already 
has meet the cost. But again opponents say, concerning the latter 
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case, that actually calculating the amount, take-away subtraction 
would more likely used. They add, moreover, that general 
business practice the more usual viewpoint one diminution, 
found discounts, depreciation values, depleted stocks, planned 
expenditures, etc. 

The major justification for the additive method has always been 
one economy, that making the addition combinations serve for 
both addition and subtraction. This would permit the teacher dis- 
pense with the subtraction combinations. now more generally 
believed that there complete knowledge addition fact with- 
out knowledge its inverse, the corresponding subtraction. Not 
only does subtraction reinforce addition, but vitally basic 
itself. Formerly, when subtraction was begun and completed 
earlier age there may have been some advantage utilizing one set 
combinations for both addition and subtraction. But the present up- 
ward shifting arithmetic topics more mature age level, 
which has apparently come stay, makes this expedient longer 
tenable. 

Investigations: Mechanics. 

Some investigations have shown advantage for the additive, 
others for the take-away method. These gains have always been 
terms mechanics, particular the way speed and accuracy. 
Small sampling and the slight amount gain either case prevents 
conclusion the superiority one method over the other. 

One investigator states that addition practice carried while 
subtraction being learned makes for confusion, negative transfer. 

Two investigators found that the additive method not carried 
out consistently throughout the grades. One states that per cent 
and the other that two thirds the pupils studied shifted from addi- 
tive take-away method the intermediate grades. 

Concept Subtraction. 

any subtraction, situations are inherent both the subtraction 
concept and the addition concept from which arises. possible 
direct the attention the learner the one the other these. 
Therefore, according the method used, either additive sub- 
tractive idea more less exclusively developed. the question 
which training the more desirable, can probably best 
answered view the major responsibility arithmetic instruction, 
namely, the building clear and comprehensible concepts. other 
words subtraction should subtraction the mind the child, not 
addition. The additive method merely addition applied subtrac- 
tion. recent writer says, “It merely way thinking the 
addition Even the primary pupil has been found 
protest with remarks such as, “It says subtract and I’m adding.” 
The take-away method, the other hand, distinctive subtraction 
process, one keeping with the etymology the word subtraho 
meaning draw from under. 

Conclusion. 

The arguments for the additive method have been sufficiently offset 
worth-while criticisms. Where there single adequate reason for 
throwing subtraction into the domain addition? And for those who 
do, there not want consistency not turning the division process 
over multiplication similar manner? Upon the basic concepts 
the four fundamental operations rests vital way the whole 
superstructure the arithmetic program. face the facts stated, 
not true that pursuit lesser gains there has been oversight 
that higher training, the aim which comprehension 
standing. 

Borrowing versus carrying method (Equal additions versus decom- 

Arguments based opinion. 

Proponents the equal-addition method have claimed that this 
process grasped more quickly, especially examples where zeros 
occur the minuend. The adherents the decomposition method say 
that zeros offer difficulty any method. 

Investigations: Mechanics. 

The results investigations probably show some slight evidence for 
the superiority equal-addition, but the investigations previously 
mentioned, the sampling was small and the gains making con- 
clusions somewhat uncertain. 

Rationalization Process. 

The importance rationalizing processes insofar this possible 
generally conceded. Some processes must acquired purely 
mechanical way, for explanations would complicate rather than clarify. 
There are other cases where seems advisable establish the skill 


1There is no implication intended here that the upward shifting is in its final state 
stabilization perfection. There fair agreement the new textbooks for place- 
ments from the fourth grade on. But some authors postpone all formal arithmetic 
(memorization of combinations, etc.) to the third grade which makes for crowding in 
later grades. Others seem to provide a more evenly paced distribution beginning some 
formal arithmetic in the high first or low second in a manner adapted to the ability 
pupils these grades. 
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mechanically first before developing the reasons. For the remaining 
cases there possibility for some degree rationalization the time 
the process being introduced. any given class there will varying 
amounts comprehension according individual differences. 
should expect more less one all the following results: 

one end the scale, grasp the rationalization. 

the other end, the mere knowledge that explanation exists. 

Between these two extremes, all gradations insight. 

Experience seems indicate that even pupil unable give 
back the rationalization the teacher, satisfied just knowing 
there explanation and having witnessed its presentation. 

With respect decomposition, hope for its successful rationaliza- 
tion has not been defeated, but rather conspicuously persistent. Some 
the arithmetics provide most illucidating rationalizations keeping 
with the ability the young learner. The same cannot said for 
equal-additions. one would deny the futility attempting have 
the child understand the reason for the steps this process. The 
principle involved too difficult. Modes presentation for equal- 
additions and decomposition are given below for purposes com- 
parison. These were selected from two recent textbooks the basis 
seeming careful attempt the part the authors make the 
process rational possible.

hand, decomposition the rationalizing principle clearly set forth. 

Choice method seems depend upon one’s personal evaluation 
the worth rationalizing the subtraction process. The apparent 
reasons for preference among some educators for equal-additions 
seem such the following: disbelief the necessity for 
rationalizing subtraction, little faith that will comprehended, 
eagerness for the seeming computational advantages claimed for equal- 
additions. Those who choose decomposition are willing 
doubtful mechanical gains for attainments along the lines compre- 
hension. similar question that stated the previous conclusion 
concerning the additive and take-away methods applicable here: 
Should the slight advantage, any, the way computational skill 
given preference the risk loss that higher type training 
which belongs the developmental side? 


Uniformity 


The additive method has not yet been universally discontinued 
present practice. Perhaps the little which still survives will grad- 
ually disappear courses study are revised. the more recent 
literature, recommendations for its abandonment are the increase. 
Also the new and revised textbooks the past few years 
1937) have completely ignored it, shown extremely definite pref- 
erence for the take-away method. Probably the minor mention has 
received somewhat unwilling concession the part the authors 
the cause service those who still continue use the method. 
might said that the diversity subtraction methods has prac- 
tically reduced itself two rival methods, the take-away-borrowing 
and the take-away-carrying. growing tendency for uniformity 
observable. One gives concise summary present conditions. 
shows “that the take-away method used nearly three times 
often the additive; that the borrowing decomposition form 
used two and half times often the equal additions; and 
the upward form used six times often the downward.” con- 
cludes: “The take-away-borrowing, upward method, therefore, 
forty-eight per cent the total votes, the method that should 
recommended, present practice for the entire country taken 
basis. other combination receives one third many votes this 
combination. would undoubtedly tremendous value from the 
standpoint the learning subtraction children this agreement 
could realized for the entire country.” 

This recommendation seems reasonable solution the 
question.

Realizing that learn how write, one 
must write, have had adhere the cus- 
tom requiring themes. But before assigning 
themes last fall, determined find out 
what the more serious-minded among stu- 
dents were really interested. Were there well 
springs enthusiasm untapped these young 
souls? Were they, too, curious about the ordi- 
nary trivialities life? could pierce their 
apparent stoicism, might with less trepida- 
tion suggest theme topics that would awaken 
sympathetic response. this end, pro- 
posed this question, are the things you 
are eager write and learn about?” re- 
ceived several thousand replies the form 
topics that were adaptable the creative 
investigative type theme for the ex- 
pository writing course. 

Cataloging the topics into general groups, 
discovered that the majority enumerated, 
order frequency preference, fell into 
these classes: music, fashions, astronomy, 
science, social happenings, and current events. 
Here worth noting that examination 
the different textbooks for freshman com- 
position revealed that topics 
listed textbooks failed approximate 
kind the topics that the students proposed. 
Personally, believe, far educative 
value concerned, the balance favor 
the students’ choice.

Musical forms like 
the rondo and fugue were offered for develop- 
ing expository theme comparison. Music 
masters such Bach, Beethoven, and Chopin 
were listed for themes individual charac- 
ters. Music source either inspira- 
tional informational field for theme 
topics has been almost ignored, textbooks 
are any criterion for conclusion. That the 
students are very much interested music 
evident. this interest the result music 
appreciation the schools radio music 
the homes, cannot say. 

may not unusual that college for 
women, fashions and fads women rated 
next music source feminine inter- 
ests. Here are few representative titles: 
Why Paris the Fashion Center, Cycles 
Fashions, Trend Women’s Clothes toward 
Masculinity, Adrian’s Work for Movie Stars, 
Fashions Old Rome, and Effects Chang- 
ing Fashions. Other topics centered around 
dress designing and color combinations. One 
the most entertaining well most in- 
formative themes this quarter was written 
the development shoes. 

Little wonder that the starlit heavens sug- 
gested many and various topics concerning 
the planets and constellations. The fascinat- 
ing myths about the heavenly bodies had in- 
trigued the students. Representative topics 
under were: Goddesses and the 
Stars, The Story the Milky Way, The Role 
the North Star History, Pluto, New 
Planet, Galileo’s Contribution Astronomy, 
How the Stars were Named, Causes and 
Effects Eclipses, and The Star that Lit the 
World’s Fair. 

Scientific interest was revealed sugges- 
tions as: Uses Radium, Television the 
Future, How Neon Lights are Made, Greek 
and Roman Ideas the Elements, and the 
Cause Static Radio. Russia was the most 
provocative source the way interesting 
countries. Russia’s attitude toward education, 
religion, and the press was offered from vari- 
ous angles topics for themes. Customs 
the Japanese called forth queries from many 
students. 

Such individuals Mussolini, Bernard 
Shaw, Hitler, Helen Keller, King Carol, 
Mahatma Ghandi, Dollfuss, Byrd, Prince 
Wales, Jessica Dragonnette, and the Mayo 
Brothers revealed wide divergence inter- 
ests personalities. One every ten topics 
was what might term “surprise sugges- 
piqued the curiosity the students who 
listed possible theme topics: The Origin 
Sandwiches, Development Fans, Develop- 
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ment Umbrellas, The Evolution Chairs, 
and How Dictionary Compiled. 

Most the topics demanded considerable 
outside reading, but this gave the students the 
best opportunity for learning how evaluate 
and select material, how gather facts 
and make them their own, and how in- 
crease their general information. Much en- 
thusiasm has been shown listening the 
themes that were read. Discussions have arisen 
which the author the theme has been 
obliged elucidate defend conclusion 
which she may have arrived. 

Some the themes have taken the form 
oral composition which subtle device for 
killing two birds with one stone. oral com- 
position the student not only organizes the 
material for her hearers, but she develops 
poise and facility oral expression. 

Since the composition periods were all too 
short read, discuss, and correct 
themes, the method devoting period 
fraction thereof practice leaves and hand- 
books for the mastery the mechanics 
writing has been changed. Each student now 
has chart which kept the conference 
room. All the mechanics writing are out- 
lined the chart. The theme reader checks 
the errors not only the student’s theme, but 
also her chart. During the student’s regu- 
lar conference period, her chart gone over 
and assignments that are helpful her her 
particular difficulty are made the handbook. 
These assignments are checked over the 
next conference, although from time time 
diagnostic tests the mechanics writing 
are given the entire group. 

Every theme assignment for 
months has included subjects from the list 
the students’ topics. Judging from the eager 
response during these last weeks, have con- 
cluded that whatever changes were made, even 
though slight reality, they have been the 
advantage the serious-minded collegian.

Poetry for Children 


Here are few suggestions based upon the 
employment poetry schools where real 
love for being cultivated: 

Use poetry frequently alleviate unrest, 
mental fatigue and depression due heat, 
discomfort emotional stress; introduce 
new lessons; purify faulty diction; illus- 
trate emphasize what the teacher wishes 
crystallize; provide the pupil with apt 
and fitting language.

HORACE MANN AND THE 
SCHOOLS

1855 
the people Massachusetts ratified 
amendment the state constitution that pro- 
hibited the use public money any reli- 
gious sect for the maintenance, exclusively, 
its own schools. The fight continued against 
sectarian prayers and Bible reading public 
schools with Catholics the ranks the 
opposition. 

The article concludes: Mann 
crusaded for better and more public schools. 
crusaded against sectarian domination 
those schools. Other forces came after him 
that forced complete secularization tax- 
supported

close work, the child complains eye 
fatigue and other symptoms eyestrain, such 
drowsiness, redness the eyes, watering, 
itching the lids, styes, and pain the 
eyeball accompanied headaches. 

These symptoms make the child tire easily, 
causing him give his study work, be- 


cause feels relieved from eyestrain when 


changes his eye focus more distant ob- 


jects.

these faulty lighting. person should 
never look directly bright light without 
proper shading the eyes. Strong light will 
quickly cause symptoms eyestrain. The 
windows the schoolroom should situated 
the rear side the room that the 
light will not shine into the eyes directly. 
Glare and light reflected from the printed 
book may soon tire the tiny muscles the 
eye which control the size the pupil, 
opening, through which the light enters the 
eye. dim lights the pupil enlarges, but 
bright lights the pupil narrowed regulate 
the amount light. Constant effort keep 
the pupil properly regulated for changes 
light intensity soon tires the child. 

Faulty position artificial lights often 
produces eyestrain. The ideal position for such 
light slightly above and 
hind the reader’s head, that the light can- 
not shine into the eyes nor reflected from 
the printed page into the eyes. 

The practice school children observ- 
ing eclipse the sun should carefully 
supervised. one should attempt look 
directly the sun without using dark 
smoked glasses. marked loss vision often 
results from failure take this simple pre- 
caution. 

The blackboards schoolroom may lead 
symptoms eyestrain. They should never 
situated between windows, but the front 
the room where there are windows. The 
surfaces the blackboards should not 
smooth and shiny reflect much light, 
but they should slightly rough, and evenly 
black, that the writing will stand out 
clear contrast. 


Other conditions which lead eye fatigue 
are improper quality paper and size 
print the schoolbooks. The surface the 
page should clear but not 
the print too small, the child will hold the 
book too close the eyes order see 
well. advisable have books with many 
pictures that the eyes may relax more 
frequently. 

cases where the eyes are greatly affected 
the presence unavoidable light, the use 
dark tinted lenses may advisable. For 
drivers cars and for outdoor work 
general when the sun bright, such colored 
glasses may worn with much comfort. 
cases where slight protection needed, mild 
tinted lenses are recommended. 

not advisable wear such tinted 
lenses for constant use, since the eyes soon 
become accustomed them and much dis- 
comfort results when they are discontinued. 
For general indoor study better reg- 
ulate the intensity and position the source 
light than use colored lenses which 
would only relieve the condition temporarily. 

very important that every teacher 
especially qualified and trained recognize 
such faulty conditions which may cause un- 
necessary eyestrain among the children. 
addition, the teacher should constant 
guard recognize symptoms early disease 
and defects. Redness and watering the 
eyes are often the early symptoms con- 
junctivitis pinkeye, which very con- 
tagious. Such symptoms the eyes are often 
present the early stages measles, chicken 
pox, scarlet fever, and other diseases. Other 
conditions the eyes such cysts, ulcers, 
styes, swelling, and soreness the lids may 
followed complications which may 
prove more serious. The teacher should 
detect such conditions early and send the 
child home for further examination the

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family physician. Simple rules hygiene 
taught the teacher and practiced the 
children, such keeping the hands clean, 
keeping the fingers away from the eyes, us- 
ing individual towels, and avoiding others 
who may have eye disease, will much 
prevent contagious diseases from spreading 
others. 

many schools there are now established 
the so-called sight-saving classes. Such classes 
for bettering eye conditions were first started 
London, 1908, and followed another 
Boston, 1913. present there are more 
than three hundred such classes the United 
States, organized especially for weak-sighted 
children. these classes every attempt 
made prevent unnecessary use the eyes 
any way which might cause eyestrain. Spe- 
cial efforts are made provide good illumina- 
tion without glare. Much the classwork 
done orally, thus saving the eyes. Printed ma- 
terials are selected with regard suitable 
print and appropriate paper. Special attention 
given these children order correct 
defective vision. The special school equipment 
for conducting sight-saving classes includes 
movable seats, adjustable desks, tables, and 
chairs, heavy outline maps, heavy pencils, 
books with large print and pictures, correct 
lighting facilities, and buff-colored walls and 
ceilings. The results show that much can 
done our schools relieve eyestrain and 
conserve normal vision.

Teaching Safety 


Student activities are necessary part 
all safety education according Worth Mc- 
Clure, superintendent schools Seattle, 
Washington. Speaking before the N.E.A. con- 
vention Portland, Oregon, Mr. McClure 
summarized the results accomplished for 
safety the Seattle schools. said: 

How starkly the sinister shadow death 
injury traffic crash falls across the lives 
today’s high-school students was revealed 
recent study Seattle high school. 
This student body 2,300 ages 20, 
the study revealed, had lost less than 154 
relatives, while 924 relatives had been injured. 
Personal acquaintances this group the 
number 739 had been killed automobile 
accidents while traffic injuries had befallen 
1,876 friends and personal acquaintances. 
Small wonder that more than 1,000 these 
students indicated their interest after- 
school class automobile safety including 
study traffic regulations. 

Public schools have both specific and 
general responsibility arising from this mount- 
ing toll traffic tragedy. (1) They have 
specific responsibility for the protection 
the lives students themselves. (2) They 
have broad responsibility for training this 
generation youth civic competence 
which responsible handling automobile 
significant phase modern America. 

Direct instruction method now in- 
creasingly employed. experiment the 
school Pennsylvania State College dem- 
onstrated the effectiveness training hold- 
ing group high-school student trainees 
free from traffic accidents over period 
several months. The high schools Denver, 
Colorado, are instructing their students 
traffic regulations and safety precautions 


through regular class instruction based 
specially The American 
Automobile Association has prepared pam- 
phlet known Sportsmanlike Driving which 
becoming widely used. 

While modern education regards direct in- 
struction valuable does not regard 
adequate itself. Habits must formed 
and attitudes must developed. These can 
only achieved through the medium 
student activities. 

several Seattle high schools student 
committees conduct safety campaigns among 
their fellow students. English classes prepare 
circulars for distribution. Art classes make 
safety posters. Public-speaking classes appear 
before high-school assemblies and the pupils 
neighboring elementary schools for safety 
talks. The ablest speakers are selected for 
radio talks co-operation with city-wide 
safety campaigns. Student committees’ direct 
traffic about the schools. 

outstanding achievement was the organ- 
ization 1928 elementary and junior high 
schools the Seattle Junior Safety Patrols. 
Supervised young police sergeant and 
the school principals the schoolboy members 
this organization handled 1935 more 
than 34,000,000 child-crossings Seattle 
streets with only two minor injuries and 
deaths. The otherwise perfect record was 
marred driver whose windshield was 
coated with sleet. 

Parallel with automobile safety work stu- 
dent committees have sharply reduced Seat- 
tle’s Halloween depredations two years. 
Thus combination direct teaching and 
active participation safety work the 
boys and girls regarded the scope 
well-rounded program safety education. 


METHOD AND PERSONALITY 


Method treats pupils impersonal 
Personality treats them group individuals, 
each with characteristics that 
tion. traits, untiring patience and kind- 
ness and sympathy worth more the equip- 
ment teacher than all the methods and 
scholarship the books the heads 
called leaders educational thought. Method 
has for decades been making reading and figur- 
ing machines, but here and there, like oasis 
the desert, have been men and women whose 
personal influence has made pupils thinkers and 
reasoners and filled them with the idea that only 
nobility character and perfection virtue 
make the true man. The teacher who depends 
methods will found lacking faith, while 
the teacher with the right personality will 
found having strong faith, even the least 
promising pupils. 

Teachers constantly need 
against attempting make general rules and 


general plans which they use mechanically fit 


all the children their charge. They must 
remind themselves often that each child 
distinct and individual problem. There are 
two children exactly alike. There constant 
danger that teachers will unconsciously come 
think children general way. The tempta- 


tion always strong establish some average 


conclusions, and then fit these average 
clusions individual pupils. course, nec- 
essary considering statistics get the aver- 
ages, but these averages are for use throwing 
light upon general problems, never for the 
pose applying the individual child.

general average, but the teacher will make many 


serious mistakes unless she studies each 


carefully and himself determine whether 
very unusual and individual child.
